TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF 
THE  UXBRIDGE  BOROUGH  COUNCIL 

This  report  describes  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  1956  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  was 
no  untoward  happening  of  any  note  in  those  circumstances  relating 
to  the  general  health  of  the  district. 

It  is,  perhaps,  proper  to  make  mention  immediately  of  the 
introduction  during  the  year  of  a  method  of  immunising  against 
poliomyelitis  by  the  use  of  a  vaccine.  This  method  of  combating 
poliomyelitis  promises  very  well  and  it  may  be  that  if  this  work 
is  pushed  to  its  maximum  limit  the  problem  of  poliomyelitis  will 
be  well  on  the  way  to  solution.  It  is  hoped,  in  fact,  that  the  results 
of  this  work  will  bear  comparison  with  the  similar  work  carried  out 
in  connection  with  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  where  the 
results  have  been  so  striking. 

There  is  no  significant  change  in  the  principal  vital  statistics. 
The  corrected  birth  rate  of  16-4  and  the  corrected  death  rate  of  10-6 
continue  to  compare  quite  favourably  with  the  national  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  of  15-7  and  11*7  respectively. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  somewhat  higher  than  it  might 
otherwise  have  been  due  to  the  allocation  of  three  infant  deaths 
to  this  district,  although  the  families  to  which  these  infants  belong 
have  no  permanent  residence  here.  Incidentally,  the  follow  up  of 
this  matter  with  the  Registrar  General  has  caused  some  delay  in 
the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  cause  of  all  the  infant  deaths 
occurring  in  the  first  year  of  life  are  set  out  in  the  body  of  the  report 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  conditions  causing  these  deaths  are 
those  about  which  we  know  very  little,  and,  as  I  have  mentioned  in 
previous  reports,  on  which  a  great  deal  of  research  is  still  needed. 
In  order  to  keep  the  infantile  mortality  down  even  to  the  level  it 
has  now  reached,  it  is  essential  that  very  thorough  ante-natal  super¬ 
vision  must  be  continued  in  all  cases,  and  the  slightest  deviation 
from  the  normal  dealt  with  at  as  early  a  moment  as  possible.  In 
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this  matter  there  is  no  substitute  for  eternal  vigilance,  although  the 
gradual  improvement  in  general  knowledge  and  the  similar  improve¬ 
ment  in  environment  have  had  a  considerable  bearing  on  the  success 
we  are  achieving.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that  the  total 
number  of  deaths  from  cancer  is  less  than  it  was  last  year  in  spite 
of  an  increased  population  being  at  risk.  However,  no  conclusions 
should  be  drawn  from  this  as  fluctuations  of  this  sort  can  be  expected 
when  considering  population  figures  of  this  order.  The  figures  for 
lung  cancer  also  show  a  slight  reduction  on  the  previous  year  but 
again  no  conclusion  should  be  drawn  from  this,  as  unfortunately 
the  trend  of  lung  cancer  nationally  shows  a  gradual  increase. 

1956  was  not  an  epidemic  year  for  measles  and,  in  fact,  there 
were  only  89  cases  notified  as  against  1,169  in  the  previous  year. 
There  was  no  death  from  measles,  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever  or 
diphtheria,  and  in  fact,  yet  again  there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria 
notified.  With  the  introduction  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  the 
whole  problem  of  protection  against  infectious  diseases  is  being 
most  carefully  reviewed.  There  are  now  so  many  immunisation 
procedures  necessary  that  the  question  of  their  timing  is  becoming 
most  important.  The  difficulty  is  that  there  is  a  “  best  ”  time  for 
each  and  this  varies  for  each  disease.  Infants  should  be  protected 
against  whooping  cough  in  the  first  few  months  of  life  when  the 
disease  is  most  dangerous  and  most  likely  to  be  fatal.  Diphtheria 
protection  is  best  given  towards  the  end  of  the  first  year  and,  in 
fact,  it  does  not  always  take  well  if  given  in  the  early  months. 
Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  best  given  at  about  four  months, 
while  the  best  time  to  give  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  not  yet  definitely 
known.  The  whole  problem,  therefore,  is  one  of  some  difficulty  to 
those  of  us  who  are  responsible  for  arranging  programmes  of 
immunisation.  However,  it  cannot  be  stressed  too  much  that  the 
present  freedom  from  infectious  disease — especially  of  those  diseases 
already  mentioned — will  only  last  so  long  as  the  immunisation 
procedures  available  are  accepted  by  parents  and  used  to  the  full. 

It  becomes  more  and  more  difficult  to  persuade  parents  to  accept 
something  which  wifi  protect  their  children  against  a  disease  of 
which  they  have  no  knowledge.  It  is  very  easy  to  get  parents  to 
accept  inoculation  of  their  children  against  poliomyelitis — the  facts, 
of  the  disease  are  well  known  and  any  protection  is  readily  accepted 
and  is,  in  fact,  demanded.  The  position  is  very  different  in  the  case: 
of  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diph¬ 
theria.  These  two  diseases  are  not  now  seen  in  this  country  andi 
are  not,  therefore,  in  the  public  mind,  accepted  as  the  menace  that 
they  really  are.  I  make  no  excuse  for  drawing  attention  once  agaim 
to  the  peculiar  position  of  this  district  in  relation  to  London  Airport! 
which  makes  the  possibility  of  the  importation  of  a  case  of  smallpox 
ever  present.  Vaccination  is  still  the  only  weapon  we  possess  which 
is  effective  in  the  control  of  this  dreadful  disease. 

The  new  food  and  drug  regulations  have  helped  considerably 
in  advancing  the  work  of  food  hygiene  and  their  application  has 
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become  part  of  the  routine  work  of  the  department.  The  general 
standard  of  hygiene  in  food  trading  establishments  is  gradually 
improving  and  most  articles  of  food  are  now  presented  to  the 
customer  in  a  safe  and  wholesome  condition.  This,  however,  is 
only  half  the  battle.  The  rest  depends  on  the  customer  who,  having 
been  sold  wholesome  food-stuffs,  should  take  every  care  that  they 
are  not  exposed  to  contamination  between  the  time  of  purchase  and 
the  time  of  consumption.  Further,  it  would  be  of  great  assistance 
to  the  Public  Health  Department  if  members  of  the  public  would 
draw  attention  to  any  unhygienic  practices  they  see,  so  that  those 
in  charge  can  take  the  necessary  steps  to  remedy  whatever  faults 
are  seen. 

In  an  uneventful  year  such  as  1956,  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  has  little  opportunity  for  publicity  or,  in  fact,  of  getting  into 
the  limelight  at  all.  Nevertheless  a  great  deal  of  work  is  carried 
out  behind  the  scenes  and  I  am  very  grateful  to  all  the  members  of 
the  department  for  the  hard  work  they  have  put  in  during  the  year. 
I  would  like  to  mention  especially  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Baughan, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  work  during  the  year  and 
I  would  also  like  to  say  how  grateful  I  am  for  the  help  and  assistance 
I  had  from  the  County,  the  Hospital  and  the  General  Practitioner 
Services.

In  calculating  the  Live  Birth  Rate  the  crude  rate  of  17-8  has 
been  adjusted  by  the  Registrar-General’s  Area  Comparability  Factor 
of  0-92  to  give  a  figure  of  16-4  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  popu¬ 
lation.  This  allows  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  inhabitants, 
of  the  district  and  enables  a  proper  comparison  to  be  made  with 
other  districts  or  the  country  as  a  whole.

The  Registrar-General  has  increased  the  Area  Comparability 
Factor  for  deaths  from  1T9  to  T29,  and  the  application  of  this 
factor  to  the  Crude  Death  Rate  shows  a  Corrected  Death  Rate  of 
10-6,  which  compares  with  10-4  for  1955,  although  in  1956  there 
was  a  reduction  in  the  actual  number  of  deaths.

The  above  figure  of  19  includes  3  deaths  of  infants  who  had 
no  permanent  domicile  in  this  country,  and  the  deaths  in  such  cases 
are  assigned  by  the  Registrar-General  to  the  area  in  which  death 
occurred. 

The  official  rate  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  year  is,  therefore, 
17-9;  if  based  on  the  16  deaths  of  infants  resident  in  the  Borough  the 
figure  is  15-4.  In  any  event,  therefore,  the  rate  compares  favourably 
with  the  figure  of  23*8  for  England  and  Wales.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

The  work  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  in  Uxbridge  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  steadily  in  the  past  year,  and  reference  to  the  tables  on  pages 
12, 13,  and  14  of  this  report,  and  those  of  previous  post-war  years,  will 
show  the  extent  of  progress  made  without  the  operation  of  formal 
slum  clearance  procedure. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  decided  to  proceed  with 
groups  of  properties  comprising  clearance  areas,  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  the  first  of  these  has  been  dealt  with  and  the 
Clearance  Order  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  confirmation. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  DISREPAIR 

One  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  in  accordance 

with  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  was  received  during 
the  year.

During  the  year  131  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the 
homes  of  outworkers  residing  in  the  Borough;  all  the  premises  were 
found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

PETROLEUM  INSTALLATIONS 

During  the  year  252  visits  were  paid  to  the  97  premises  licensed 
for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit,  petroleum  mixtures  and  carbide 
of  calcium. 

In  continuation  of  the  policy  commenced  in  November,  1951, 
the  testing  of  underground  storage  tanks  of  twenty  or  more  years’ 
existence  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  Two  such  tanks 
were  subjected  to  the  approved  gravitation  test  and  both  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

DEALERS  IN  OLD  METAL  AND  MARINE  STORES 

On  12th  January,  1953,  the  Secretary  of  State  made  an  Order, 
at  the  request  of  the  Council,  bringing  into  operation  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  86  of  the  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1907, 
which  requires  dealers  in  old  metal  to  register  their  names  and 

addresses  with  the  Council  and  keep  records  as  laid  down  in  the 
Act. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  eleven  dealers  are  registered,  and  all 
the  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year.

FIREGUARDS 


During  the  year  21  inspections  were  made  of  premises  selling 
appliances  coming  within  the  provisions  of  the  Heating  Appliances 
(Fireguards)  Act,  1952,  and  the  Regulations  of  1953.  No 
infringements  were  observed. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


There  are  no  heavy  industries  in  the  district  and  such  industrial 
undertakings  as  exist  are  in  the  main  situated  in  the  township  of 
Uxbridge,  where  the  establishment  of  an  industrial  estate  is  tending 
to  concentrate  these  activities  in  a  selected  zone.  Apart  from  the 
foregoing  there  is  a  number  of  large  establishments  using  commer¬ 
cial-type  steam-raising  plant,  i.e.  factories,  hospitals  and  schools, 
and  these  are  principally  located  in  Hillingdon  and  Harefield. 

Thirty-five  timed  observations  were  recorded  during  the  year 
involving  three  factories.  On  seven  occasions  smoke  was  emitted 
from  the  chimney  of  a  joinery  factory  in  such  quantity  as  to  be  a 
nuisance,  and  on  each  occasion  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
manager.  As  a  first  measure  the  stack  was  raised  20  feet  and  some 
improvement  was  observed  but  periodic  excessive  emissions 
continued. 

The  plant,  which  is  hand  fired  and  burns  waste  wood  and 
shavings,  has  recently  been  inspected  by  a  specialist  engineer  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  fitting  of  an  automatic 
screw-stoker  which  I  am  informed  is  particularly  suitable  for  the 
type  of  boiler  in  use. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  piped  water  supply  of  the  District  is  provided  from  the 
mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company, 
and  has  been  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  District. 

During  the  year  eight  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  in  the 
Uxbridge  town  area,  the  district  formerly  served  by  the  Council’s 
water  undertaking,  and  fifteen  samples  taken  in  the  outer  areas. 
In  addition,  following  complaints  concerning  the  taste  or  colour  of 
the  water,  three  samples  were  collected  from  three  different  premises. 
All  of  the  twenty-six  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Regional 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  Each  was  found  to 
be  of  high  bacterial  purity  and  safe  for  drinking  purposes.

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One  sample  of  water  from  the  distribution  system  at  Harefield 
Hospital  and  two  from  a  well  supply  at  Moorcroft  Occupational 
Centre  taken  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  A 
mains  supply  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  has  now  been  provided 
at  Moorcroft  Occupational  Centre  and  the  well  discontinued. 

During  the  year  eleven  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  deep 
wells  supplying  five  factories  where  water  is  used  for  industrial 
purposes,  food  preparation  and/or  drinking  purposes.  The 
Laboratory  reports  showed  the  water  from  all  the  wells  to  be 
satisfactory. 


SWIMMING  POOL 

The  Council’s  swimming  pool  was  open  to  the  public  during 
the  season  May  to  September. 

As  in  previous  years  the  routine  examination  of  the  swimming 
pool  water  was  carried  out  throughout  the  season,  frequent  tests 
being  made  to  establish  the  degree  of  free  chlorine  present  in  the 
water.  The  results  fluctuated  according  to  the  number  of  bathers 
using  the  pool,  but  on  no  occasion  was  it  found  that  the  amount  of 
available  free  chlorine  present  was  reduced  below  the  minimum 
desirable  standard. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  came  into  force  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  under  review  and  the  systematic  re-inspection  of  all  the 
food  premises  in  the  Borough  was  commenced. 

Compared  with  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
the  new  Regulations  require  compliance  with  a  number  of  measures 
not  included  in  previous  legislation  and  are  designed  to  bring  about 
an  improvement  in  the  hygienic  handling  of  food  and  the  construc¬ 
tion  and  maintenance  of  premises,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  where  food 
is  handled. 

Arising  out  of  the  action  taken  to  enforce  the  new  Regulations 
a  considerable  number  of  premises  were  found  not  to  comply  in 
all  respects  with  the  improved  standards  now  operating.

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  responsibilities  of  this  Authority  under  the  Milk  and 
;  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  are  limited  to  the  supervision  of  dairies 
\  and  retail  distributors’  premises,  in  respect  of  which  nineteen  visits 
i  were  made  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  one  remaining  dairy  in  the  Borough  was 
taken  over  by  a  multiple  firm  from  individual  ownership,  and  the 
premises  no  longer  used  in  connection  with  the  milk  trade.

(b)  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme. 

As  in  previous  years,  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  at 
regular  intervals  from  the  various  schools  in  the  area,  which  are 
supplied  by  three  different  distributors. 

Thirty-two  such  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  by  the  methylene  blue 
and  phosphatase  tests,  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

ICE  CREAM 

During  the  year  thirty-six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  sent  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  by  the  methylene 
blue  reduction  test.  The  results  of  these  examinations  showed  all 
the  samples  to  be  Grade  I. 

PET  SHOPS 

All  premises  licensed  under  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951,  were 
visited  and  inspected  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  be 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  the  licences  renewed. 

Two  of  these  businesses  were  discontinued  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  four  pet  shops  in  the  Borough.  One  shop 
sells  fish  only  and  the  others  sell  birds,  mice,  rabbits,  reptiles  and 
tortoises  in  addition  to  fish;  no  shops  sell  puppies. 

DISINFECTION 

When  required  steam  disinfections  are  carried  out  at  the 
Council’s  plant  at  Cowley  Mill  Road  following  the  occurrence  of 
certain  diseases.  The  installation  has  again  been  inspected  by  the 
Council’s  insurers  and  found  to  be  maintained  in  good  working 
order. 

Home  disinfections  have  been  carried  out  following  the 
occurrence  of  certain  infectious  and  other  specified  diseases. 

DISINFESTATION 

During  the  year  under  review  seven  occupied  private  or  Council 
dwelling  houses,  which  were  found  to  be  bug  infested,  were 
disinfested. 

The  spraying  of  unoccupied  Council  houses  was  continued 
and  during  the  year  150  new  houses  and  99  vacant  houses  were 
treated. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

As  in  previous  years,  the  many  watercourses,  lakes,  ponds, 
ditches,  etc.,  throughout  the  District  were  treated  with  a  larvaecide. 

The  material  used  is  manufactured  specifically  for  mosquito 
control,  and  it  is  considered  that  some  relief  from  this  summer 
pest  is  afforded  the  residents  in  the  area. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  rodent  control  section  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
continued  to  operate,  and  works  of  disinfestation  were  carried  out 
at  factories,  wholesale  depots,  business  premises  and  private 
dwelling-houses.  Works  were  also  carried  out  at  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip,  depots  and  premises. 

The  majority  of  the  infestations  investigated  on  business  and 
private  premises  were  found  to  be  of  minor  character. 

In  continuance  of  the  treatment  of  sewers  first  carried  out 
in  1944  and  repeated  each  year,  two  further  maintenance  treatments 
of  the  sewers  in  the  town  area  of  Uxbridge  and  the  outer  areas  of 
the  district  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  Systematic  baiting 
and  poisoning  campaigns  took  place  and  all  areas  of  infestation 
detected  were  dealt  with. 

PATHOLOGICAL  WORK 

Material  requiring  pathological  examination  is  sent  to  the 
Neasden  Public  Health  Laboratory,  but  in  certain  instances  this 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Colindale. 

SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  LOCAL  HEALTH 

AUTHORITY 

There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  personal  health 
services  provided  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council  and  the  en¬ 
vironmental  health  services  of  the  Borough  Council,  as  the  Borough 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Area  Medical  Officer  super¬ 
vising  the  personal  health  services  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

An  outline  of  the  County  Council  services  is  given  below: —
